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A. OffiRATIONS 

(1) INFILTRATIONS 

(a) The objectives of the BGFIEND infiltration program is to organize 
resistance within Albania and to establish safe houses, safe areas and 
escape routs. Our agents are further instructed to maintain communication 
with headquarters in Athens through the use of wireless and couriers. 



(b) A total of nine agents were infiltrated into Albania during the 
month of October. One team, consisting of three men one of which was a 
W/T operator, was dropped at the mouth of the Shkumbi River on the night 
of lli October. During the same flight, a four-man team with a w/T 
operator was dropped near the town of Peshkopija. On the night of the 
15 th, a W/T operator and helper were parachuted to the two-man team near 
the town of Kukes in northern Albania. The original two agents in this 
team were dropped on 19 May 1951* This brought the total number of OPC 
agents in Albania to 15, organized into four teams* Radio Albania 
announced on the 2l|th of October that an OPC team operating near Skutarl 
in the north had been annihilated. In the same broadcast, it was claimed 
that the leader near the town named Peshkopija had been killed. No w/T 
contact has yet been made with any of the three teams possessing W/T 
sets. To the best of our knowledge, the team near Kukes and the team 
near the mouth of the Shkumbi are still intact although radio Tirana 
announced that six agents in addition to those identified by nama had 
been killed. 



(c) Since the infiltration of the Kuke6 team in May, 1951, four 
supply missions have provided a total of 71 containers of arms, ammunition 
and supplies to that team. Two secret writing messages have been received 
from the team, indicating that it was well-received by the local populace, 
many of whom joined it to form a resistance organization. The team 
reports that the supplies dropped to it were distributed amoung its 
adherents and were gratefully received.

(2) During the month of October, two editions of Shqjperia were published 
on schedule* No leaflet drops were made* The QPC~ radio etatic®., the Voice 
of Free Albania^ has been broadcasting ni$itly# It is currently stressing 
a cable sent by Hasan Dost!, president of the NCFA, to Enver 17 cooer offering 
food and supplies to the destitute populace of Albania* This cable and 
its attending publicity reports the initial mcwe in the propaganda supply 
phase of BGFIEHD operations* Boxer’s refusal to accept this aid, taolit 
or otherwise, is now being stressed by the Voice of Free Albania* Before
